Three Alberta 
managers face 
discipline for 
contract awards 

Alberta’s municipal affairs min¬ 
ister says three senior govern¬ 
ment managers who interfered 
in the awarding of contracts are 
facing disciplinaiy action. 

But Deron Bilous wouldn’t 
say Thursday if the three have 
been fired. 

“Disciplinary action is taking 
place. I’m unable to provide spe¬ 
cifics on that,” Bilous said. “We 
do take this very, very seriously.” 

Bilous also refused to say if 
the matter warrants bringing 
in police to conduct an inves¬ 
tigation. 

The province’s public interest 


commissioner received several 
allegations late last year that 
staff in two departments ensured 
eight preferred individuals were 
top candidates for contracts. 

“We were able to confirm the 
frequency, duration and nature 
of the manipulations were a 
clear departure from the ap¬ 
proved process and objective 
of open procurement,” Peter 
Hourihan said in a release. 

“These acts undermine confi¬ 
dence and trust in government 
generally, and in procurement 
specifically.” 

The contracts had potential or 
real values exceeding $100,000 
each. 

Hourihan said none of the 
employees acted out of per¬ 
sonal gain. He said they were 
attempting to simplify hiring 
and ensure their preferred can¬ 
didates were successful.

The rise 
ofMMA 
in Canada 

In 2013, federal legislation de¬ 
criminalized professional MMA 
in Canada with the passage of 
Bill S-209. 

Professional fighting organ¬ 
izations, including the UFC, 
applauded the rule change for 
revamping the section on prize¬ 
fighting found in the Criminal 
Code. 

The UFC has held 19 events in 
Canada and only one in Alberta. 
UFC 149 was held in Calgary, at 
the Saddledome, in 2012. 

Edmonton has seen some big 
promotions — but nothing as 
big as either the UFC or ONE 
Championship. 

Although ONE has yet to host 
an event on Canadian soil, Victor 
Cui said it eventually will, and 
when it does, “the first stop has 
got to be Edmonton.” 

“We are so busy expanding 
in Asia, it is quite difficult, but 
it’s something I have thought 
about,” Cui said, adding that 
he’s been closely following the 
construction of Rogers Place and 
would love to host his homecom¬ 
ing in that world-class venue.

Edmonton’s Victor Cui is tak¬ 
ing professional mixed martial 
arts from mainstream obscur¬ 
ity to the largest sports media 
property in Asia. 

Aided by an unprecedented 
10-year deal with Fox Sports 
Asia, the CEO of ONE, an MMA 
company he founded in 2011, 


is broadcasting his fights to 
more than a billion homes in 
75 countries worldwide. 

Cui, less known perhaps in 
Edmonton than in Singapore, 
where his company’s based, 
said ONE is on its way to a 
billion-dollar valuation and 
IPO within the next few years. 

He said his secret is recog¬ 
nizing the mirroring between 
North American and Asian 
businesses and taking the UFC 
model to the home of MMA. 

“Apple and Samsung, Ford 
and Kia, YouTube and Youku ... 
the world is filled with these 
examples, and that’s what you 
get with ONE dominating Asia,” 
he said via telephone. 

ONE is not as big as the U.S.- 
based UFC — but it’s huge in 


Asia. 

With blue-chip partners 
including Disney, Faceboolc, 
Casio, Canon, Haier and LG, 
ONE also has some 
of the world’s lar¬ 
gest corporations 
behind it. 

But part of what 
Cui is most proud 
of is how he’s taken 
world-class MMA 
events to corners 
of the world no 
major promotions 
have touched. 

He explained that Asia has 
“been the home of martial arts 
for 5,000 years” and the cul¬ 
ture is engrained with com¬ 
bat sports. 

What he did was capitalize 


on the cultural saturation by 
professionalizing it. 

“Every city we go to, we are 
bringing the excitement of 
Las Vegas.... People 
dress up in suits 
and gowns, every 
celebrity, DJ, mov¬ 
ie actor — every¬ 
one wants to be at 
that fight night,” 
he said. 

ONE has held 
events at the big¬ 
gest venues in 
Jakarta, Manila, 
Kuala Lumpur, Dubai, Taipei, 
Phnom Penh, Beijing, Yangon 
and recently Myanmar.

Judge wants changes 
to party bus industry

The death of a heavily intoxi¬ 
cated Sherwood Park man, 
who party bus operators left 
by the side of a dark highway, 
has a provincial court judge 
calling for tougher rules for 
the industry. 

Ashley Edward Fair, then 
23, was killed in 2011, after he 
ran across Highway 16, near 
Elk Island National Park and 
was run over by a semi trailer. 

Staff of P.T. Limos, the oper¬ 
ators of the party bus, left 
Fair at the entrance to the 
park when he was heavily in¬ 
toxicated. 

His blood alcohol level was 


more than three times the 
legal limit when he died. 

Judge S.E. Richardson found 
a shocking string of problems 
with the way party buses are 
regulated. Including that the 
AGLC doesn’t even have the 
ability to check on liquor li¬ 
censes for vehicles, because 
while inspectors can walk 
into any bar, they can’t stop 
a vehicle. 

P.T. Limos staff running the 
bus, did not have ProServe 
training, which is mandatory 
for people to serve alcohol. 
Aside from the driver, there 
was only one staff member 
and he was drinking. 

The bus also didn’t have a 
manifest that might have let 
the driver know he had let 
Fair behind. 

Morgan Muring, the owner 
of Baseline Limousines, said 
all of his staff are ProServe 
trained and nothing gets out 
of control. 

“If you start renting to 
(young people) for club runs 
and things like that you are go¬ 
ing to have problems,” he said. 


Q JUDGE'S RECOMMENDATIONS 


1) AGLC inspectors should 
be able to stop vehicles on 
the road to check if they're 
complying with recommen¬ 
dations 

2) Licence holders should 
be required to report and 
breaches of their license in 
a timely manner 

3) All staff working on a 
party bus or limousine 
should have ProServe train¬ 
ing 

4) A standard staff to pa¬ 
tron ratio on board buses 


He said a lot of the party 
buses, packed with young 
people, are run by small 
operators with little staff or 
overhead. 

Rob Pape, a compliance 
manager with the AGLC, said 
in this case they didn’t even 
know about the incident until 
the inquiry took place and the 
limousine company’s licence 
had been cancelled. 


and limousines. 

5) All companies should 
have a written policy for 
keeping passengers safe 
and an emergency contact 
for all patrons on board. 

6) Licence holders should 
not be allowed to remove 
a passenger without wait¬ 
ing for the arrival of emer¬ 
gency responders or family 
to pick up the passenger. 

7) All vehicles should have 
a cellphone or other way to 
call for assistance. 


He said right now the AGLC 
conducts operations to ensure 
limousines and party buses are 
living up to the conditions of 
their license. 

“We will actually rent a 
limo and our inspectors will 
actually go.” 

Pape said the AGLC was re¬ 
viewing the recommendations 
and would consider imple¬ 
menting them.

Brad Freman was diagnosed 
with blood clots in his brain 
in 2011. 

He was having seizures and 
doctors said he had a choice: 
leave the clots and hope they 
didn’t bleed or the seizures 
didn’t worsen. Or, he could 
have surgeiy. 

In the past, brain surgery 
for Freman’s condition would 
have been risky and difficult. 
Plus, Freman’s recoveiy would 
have taken months. 

But a procedure called 
gamma knife radiosurgeiy — 
a facility for which the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta Hospital broke 
ground Thursday — could 
mean hundreds of others in 
Alberta will, as Freman did, be 
able to live a better life after a 


scaiy diagnosis without a huge 
tradeoff. 

Freman said he elected for 
the surgeiy — which is pain¬ 
less, requires no anaesthesia 
and doesn’t create an incision 
— without woriy. 

“With gamma knife being 
the alternative, it was like, why 
wouldn’t you?” he said Thurs¬ 
day, at a media event to an¬ 
nounce the new centre that will 
house the technology. “We were 
gone for a weekend.” 

Gamma knives focus about 
200 small beams of radiation on 
a target. They are used to treat 
brain tumours, malformations 
and even Parkinson’s disease. 

Most patients are able to 
leave the hospital on the same 
day. 

Dr. Keith Aronylc, director 
of neurosurgeiy at the hospi¬ 
tal, described the procedure 
as “almost miraculous.” 

Freman tends to agree. 

“So much of life changes, or 
could change, once you find out 
you have something in your 
head,” he said. “This allows 
us to be, ‘There’s something 
in there, we need to get rid of 
it, but it’s only going to take a

The overflowing schools in Ed¬ 
monton-Wetaskiwin, running 
south of Ellerslie Road, west of 
Highway 2 and south of the 
Anthony Henday on the east, 
show just how many young 
families have moved to the 
area. 

Many of those families are 
struggling with the high cost 
of childcare — a problem all 
the major parties are promis¬ 
ing to resolve.

Slain woman

Nadine Skow’s room-filling 
laugh and cheerful smile linger 
in the minds of her family dev¬ 
astated by her grisly murder.

“Just a wonderful, wonderful 
person.” 

Skow, 38, was stabbed to 
death in her Central McDoug- 


all apartment during a vio¬ 
lent fight late Sunday night 
or Monday morning. Her es¬ 
tranged boyfriend, 38-year-old 
Silva Koshwal, is charged with 
second-degree murder and in¬ 
dignity to a human body. 

Skow had recently bought 
a condo and was supposed to 
move into it on Wednesday, 
her uncle, Dale Hankins, said. 

She said she loved hiking 
and camping, and would often

visit him on Vancouver Island. 
Hankins said she had roots in 
Lethbridge, but had been liv¬ 
ing in Edmonton for a while.

She was excited about her 
future, he added, and loved 
her job. 

Hankins said he met her 
ex-boyfriend three years ago 
when he came for dinner on 
New Year’s Eve. 

As her parents and younger 
brother make funeral plans, he 
said the family is struggling to 
come to terms with her loss. 

“Her laugh filled the room. 
Her cheerfulness and friendli¬ 
ness ... she was always fun,” 
he said. 

“It’s devastating. She didn’t 
deserve this.” 


NUTRITION 

Group lobbies government 
for healthy eating in schools 


A coalition of health organiza¬ 
tions is lobbying the Alberta 
government to create a “uni¬ 
versal school food strategy,” 
which NDP candidates prom¬ 
ised on the election trail 

Kayla Atlcey of the Alberta 
Policy Coalition for Chronic 
Disease Prevention (ACCP) said 
she understands the govern¬ 
ment is “engaging in ongoing 
conversations around school 
nutrition programs” in the 
coming year. 

She’s pushing for it to hap¬ 


pen as soon as possible. 

“We are providing our vi¬ 
sion for what a healthy food 
school environment and a meal 
and snack program could look 
like,” she said. 

The ACCP sent a survey to 
Alberta principals last year and 
learned that of schools with 
lunch programs in place, ap¬ 
proximately 50 per cent do 
not have long-term sustainable 
funding available. 

Atlcey said the survey speaks 
to the need for a universal, 


consistent provincial model. 

ACCP member and regis¬ 
tered dietician Karen Boyd 
said a universal strategy could 
“mean different things to dif¬ 
ferent schools... it would really 
depend upon the individual 
school needs.” 

What is consistent, she said, 
is a growing body of evidence 
that the better nourished stu¬ 
dents are, the better their 
concentration and academic 
success.

Grits vow to 
spend billions 
as NDP pledge 
balanced books 

Justin Trudeau is out to build 
some campaign momentum with 
a big-ticket, multibillion-dollar 
infrastructure plan — and Ste¬ 
phen Harper is wasting no time 
in trying to tear him down. 

Trudeau’s campaign event 
Thursday in Oakville, Ont., com¬ 
plete with a crane and support¬ 
ers wearing red hard hats, was 
framed as a major plank in the 
Liberal platform—one aimed at 
both stimulating a faltering econ¬ 
omy and shoring up the coun¬ 
try’s crumbling roads, bridges 
and public facilities. 

He billed it as a necessary in¬ 
vestment in future generations, 
one that would require a Liber¬ 
al government to run modest, 
short-term deficits until 2019 in 
order to kick-start the economy. 

That willingness to leave the 
budget out of balance has separ¬ 
ated Trudeau from Harper and, 
in a surprising role reversal, NDP 


Leader Tom Mulcair, who both 
say they would bring in balanced 
budgets immediately. 

It’s all made for a dizzying U- 
tum on the Canadian political 
spectrum: the Liberals openly 
acknowledging a plan to spend 
billions and run deficits, and the 
NDP insisting they have found 
religion when it comes to the

merits of balanced books. 

“I will be open and transparent 
and tell the truth about our plans 
and I certainly hope Mr. Harper 
and Mr. Mulcair will begin to be 
open and transparent about their 
plans,” Trudeau said. 

While doubling current fed¬ 
eral infrastructure funding, any 
shortfalls in the federal treasury 


over the next two years would 
be capped at $10 billion per year, 
he added. 

The prospect of a deficit- 
friendly Liberal government 
was a sledgehammer Harper 
needed no invitation to pick up 
and swing. 

“Mr. Trudeau has made tens 
of billions of dollars of spending 
promises... he has no idea what 
he’s talking about when it comes 
to these things,” the Conserva¬ 
tive leader said. 

“That’s why you could be sure 
that his small deficits will be¬ 
come large deficits and would 
get Canada into the same pickle 
of high taxes and program cuts 


that we had under the last Lib¬ 
eral government.” 

The Conservative govern¬ 
ment’s own infrastructure pro¬ 
gram was three times higher 
than that of its Liberal predeces¬ 
sor, he added. 

Mulcair was campaigning in 
Toronto with former Saskatch¬ 
ewan finance minister Andrew 
Thomson. 

The New Democrats are tout¬ 
ing Thomson’s record of bal¬ 
ancing his province’s budget 
in 2006 and 2007 after Mul¬ 
cair said unequivocally this 
week that an NDP government 
would balance its first budget.

DUFFY TRIAL 

Emails suggest PMO’s 
interest in audit 


Testimony and emails from the 
trial of Sen. Mike Duffy suggest 
the Prime Minister’s Office was 
invested in the outcome of a 
Deloitte report into his housing 
expenses, with the auditing firm 
still facing questions about the 
integrity of its investigation. 

Deloitte was the forensic ac¬ 
counting firm the Senate hired 
in 2013 to comb through the ex¬ 
penses that Duffy, Sen. Patrick 
Brazeau and Mac Harb, who has 
since resigned from the Senate, 
claimed for their so-called sec- 
ondaiy residences within 100 
kilometres of Parliament Hill. 

Their findings formed the 
basis of three separate reports 
tabled by the Senate standing 
committee on internal econ¬ 
omy, budgets and administra¬ 
tion on May 9,2013, which were 
nearly identical but for key lan¬ 
guage admonishing Brazeau and 
Harb that was missing from 
the report on Duffy, which also 
noted he had already repaid 
$90,172 in housing claims. 

It was later revealed that 
money came from Nigel Wright, 
who was then chief of staff to 
Prime Minister Stephen Harper. 
Documents filed in court by 
the RCMP in relation to their 
investigation into Duffy sug¬ 
gest Conservative senators on 
the subcommittee in charge of 


the report on Duffy had, at the 
behest of the PMO, made sure 
it would go easy on him. 

Emails released through the 
court indicate that was actually 
the back-up plan, after earlier 
attempts by the PMO to ensure 
repayment by Duffy would ren¬ 
der the Deloitte investigation 
moot did not pan out. 

Those attempts involved hav¬ 
ing Conservative Sen. Irving 
Gerstein reach out to contacts 
at Deloitte, according to key 
emails entered into evidence 
in court. 

Testifying in court earlier this 
month, Wright denied leading 
efforts to influence the Deloitte 
investigation. He agreed that 
would have been “highly im¬ 
proper,” but Chris Woodcock, 
who was PMO director of issues 
management at the time, told 
the court Tuesday he was “un¬ 
comfortable” with the attempts 
to get Deloitte onside. 

RCMP documents released 
by the Ottawa courthouse 
in November 2013 revealed 
the Deloitte contact to be 
Michael Runia, the Toronto- 
based managing partner at 
the firm, who Gerstein knew 
because of his role as chair 
of Conservative Fund of Can¬ 
ada, also audited by Deloitte.

Majority of Canadians 
now support doctor- 
assisted suicide: Poll 

A large and growing major¬ 
ity of Canadians support 
physician assisted death, a 
new poll has found, even as 
many of the country's doc¬ 
tors report they would re¬ 
fuse to end a patient's life. 

According to a Forum 
poll released Friday, 77 per 
cent of the population be¬ 
lieves in doctor-assisted 
suicide for people who are 
terminally ill, up 10 per cent 
from a similar poll the firm 
conducted just four years 
ago. The survey of 1,440 
voters found support was 
strong across all age groups 
and political affiliations. 

Linda Jarrett, an assisted- 
dying advocate who has 
been living with multiple 
sclerosis for 17 years, said 
she was encouraged by the 
findings. 

"It is important to me 
that polls are showing more 
and more people in agree¬ 
ment," the 67-year-old said 
from her hospital bed in 
Kitchener, Ont., where she 
is recovering from surgery 
to repair a broken hip. 

"C'est ma vie, c'est mon 
choix," said the former ele¬ 
mentary French teacher. 

"It's my life, it should be my

Mohamed Fahmy hopes this 
weekend will mark an end 
to his drawn-out legal night¬ 
mare. 

A Cairo court is expected 
— once again — to deliver a 
verdict Saturday for the Can¬ 
adian journalist on trial for 
widely denounced terror char¬ 
ges and Fahmy is cautiously 
optimistic. 

“We feel like this is the fi¬ 
nale,” he told The Canadian 
Press. “We have suffered 
immensely for the past 20 
months, financially, emotion¬ 
ally, physically, we just want 
this nightmare to be over.” 

Fahmy and two of his col¬ 
leagues were working for sat¬ 
ellite news broadcaster A1 
Jazeera English when they 
were arrested at the end of 
2013. They were accused by 
the Egyptian government of 
supporting a rival political 
organization and undermin¬ 
ing national security through 
their media coverage. 

The trio spent more than 
a year in prison before an 
appeal of their convictions 
resulted in a second trial, al¬ 
though one of them, Austral¬ 
ian Peter Greste, was abruptly 
deported. 

Fahmy and his other col¬ 
league, Egyptian Baher 
Mohamed, were granted bail 
after the start of their retrial, 
which is set to culminate in 
a final ruling this weekend. 

Fahmy’s verdict has already 
been postponed twice this 
summer after the judge pre¬ 
siding over his case was re¬ 
portedly taken ill. This time, 


however, Fahmy’s lawyers and 
others close to the case have 
indicated a ruling is highly 
likely, he said. 

There are a number of pos¬ 
sible outcomes, including an 
acquittal, credit for the 14 
months Fahmy already spent 
in prison, a suspended sen¬ 
tence or even a return back 
to a cell. 

If he is sent back behind 
bars, his high-profile lawyer 
Amal Clooney, who will be 
in court with him, will im¬ 
mediately push for a presiden¬ 
tial pardon and for Fahmy to 


leave the country under a law 
that allows for the deporta¬ 
tion of foreigners convicted 
of crimes, he said. 

“My worst nightmare is go¬ 
ing back to that prison cell 
and having to go through this 
whole tormenting emotional 
process again,” he said. 

Since his last court date, 
at the beginning of August, 
Fahmy has been busy advocat¬ 
ing for the release of other 
imprisoned journalists and 
appearing on Egyptian talk 
shows to discuss his own case.

Officials investigate as 
disease claims two lives 


The provincial Health Depart¬ 
ment is investigating an out¬ 
break of legionnaires’ disease 
that has claimed two lives. 

There have been 16 other 
confirmed cases since Aug. 20., 
all in the town of Berthierville, 
about 80 kilometres northeast 
of Montreal. 

Legionnaires’ disease is con¬ 
tracted by breathing in small 
droplets of water contaminated 
with bacteria. 

The deadly bacteria grow in 


the stagnant water of cooling 
systems and spread in droplets 
through air conditioning. 

Authorities believe the 
source of the outbreak was 
in the cooling system in the 
town’s arena. The system was 
shut down as of Aug. 22, but 
because the incubation period 
is 10 days, authorities believe 
new cases may continue until 
early September. 

Symptoms include coughs, 
fever, chills and respiratory 


problems. 

Most people have little to 
no risk of catching the disease, 
which is not contagious and 
cannot be transmitted from one 
person to another. The elderly, 
however, are more vulnerable 
to an outbreak, as are heavy 
smokers and people with weak 
immune systems. 

An outbreak of legionnaires’ 
disease claimed 14 lives in Que¬ 
bec City in 2012.

Murdered staff 
remembered 
in morning 
broadcast 

The colleagues of two journalists 
shot to death on live television 
returned to their morning show 
Thursday with memories, tears 
and a determination to cany on. 

WDBJ-TV’s Mornin’ show 
opened with images of repor¬ 
ter Alison Parker and cameraman 
Adam Ward, with the words “In 
Memory.” 

“We come to you with heavy 
hearts. Two of our own were shot 
during a live shot yesterday mor¬ 
ning,” said Kim McBroom, the 
anchor whose open-mouthed 
shock was seen around the world 
Wednesday after Ward’s camera 
recorded the fatal attack by a 
disgruntled former colleague. 

Perhaps the most poignant 
segment came when McBroom, 
weatherman Leo Hirsbrunner 
and an anchor from a sister sta¬ 
tion who came to help out joined 
hands for a moment of silence 
at 6:45 a.m., 24 hours after the 
shots rang out. 


“We are approaching a mo¬ 
ment that none of us will ever 
forget,” McBroom said, her voice 
faltering as the show went silent. 


On-camera, the team mostly 
kept its composure throughout 
the broadcast. Off-camera, their 
struggle was more visible. Hirs¬ 


brunner dabbed his eyes, tried 
to wave away tears and bent 
down at one point, hands on his 
knees, to gather himself during

a commercial. 

“It’s not easy,” McBroom said 
during another break, after her 
voice broke while reading a state 
ment from Parker’s family. 

Members of the team sup¬ 
ported each other throughout.

“Good job, partner,” McBroom 
told him.

African 
penguins 
on brink 

They’re cute, knee-high, they 
bray like donkeys and are a 
tourist attraction near Cape 
Town. But African Penguins 
— the continent’s only species 
of the flightless bird — are at 
risk of extinction. 

As shoals of anchovies and 
sardines have migrated south 
into cooler waters, the popula¬ 
tion of African Penguins that 
feeds on the fish has plum¬ 
meted by 90 per cent since 
2004 along South Africa’s west 
coast, once the stronghold of 
Africa’s only penguin species. 

This decline, recorded by 
South Africa’s Department of 
Environmental Affairs, led to 
four key fishing grounds being 
declared off limits seven years 
ago in an experiment to see if 
the measure could help save 
the penguins. But scientists are 
still debating whether fishing 
has helped push the species to 
the brink of extinction. 

If effective management of 
the situation is not carried out, 
the black-and-white seabirds 
could soon disappear, experts 
say. the associated press

Tropical 
storm 
kills four 

Tropical Storm Erika pounded 
the eastern Caribbean island 
of Dominica on Thursday, un¬ 
leashing flooding and mud¬ 
slides that killed at least four 
people and knocked out power 
and water supplies. 

The storm, which was fore¬ 
cast to reach Florida as a hur¬ 
ricane by Monday, dumped 23 
centimetres of rain on Domin¬ 
ica late Wednesday, followed 
by another 15 centimetres ear¬ 
ly Thursday, according to the 
weather service in the nearby 
island of Antigua. 

Police Superintendent Daniel 
Carbon said three of the deaths 
occurred during a mudslide 
in the southeast of the island. 

A fourth death occurred in 
the capital of Roseau. The vic¬ 
tim was found near his home 
following a mudslide, Carbon 
said. 

Even though the eye had 
passed, heavy wind and rain 
were still buffeting the island. 

About 80 per cent of the is¬ 
land was without electricity, 
and water supply was cut off, 
authorities said.

Migrant flow unchecked 


HUNGARY 

Police report 
record 3,241 
detained in a 
single day 

Hungary deployed police re¬ 
inforcements to rein in an 
unrelenting flow of migrants 
across its porous border Thurs¬ 
day, but refugee activists said 
the effort appeared futile in a 
nation whose migrant camps 
are overloaded and barely de¬ 
lays their journeys into the 
heart of the European Union. 

Police reported a single-day 
record of 3,241 detentions of 
migrants on Wednesday, 700 
more than the previous day, as 
they launched a new initiative 
seeking to channel migrants to 
one of the country’s five camps 
using special trains. Under po¬ 
lice escort, about 600 asylum 
seekers boarded one train to 
be delivered directly to at least 
two migrant camps. 

But at several points 
along Hungary’s meandering 
174-kilometre border with non- 
EU member Serbia, undaunted 
migrants crossed the frontier

on foot. Some said it was safer 
to walk rather than risk death 
by being smuggled in a vehicle.

abandoned Hungarian-plated 
refrigerated truck. 

Many crawled, boot camp- 
style, under coils of razor wire 
designed to be Hungaiy’s first 
line of defence. Some clutched 
toddlers to their chests. Else¬ 
where, others encountering 
Hungary’s partially erected 


4-metre-tall border fence de¬ 
ployed both brain and brawn to 
traverse the wire-mesh barrier. 

Others flowing from Serbia’s 
main border encampment near 
Kanjiza maintained an order¬ 
ly line on a cross-border rail 
track that cannot be blocked 
by fencing. 

The new police-escorted 
train policy sought to strength¬ 
en Hungaiy’s previous practice 
of issuing free train tickets to 
migrants along with instruc¬ 
tions to report voluntarily to 
one of the countiy’s five Im¬ 
migration Office-run camps. 
Few took the advice, many 
instead camping out in the 
capital, Budapest. 

The nationalist government 
of Prime Minister Viktor Orban 
blamed EU partners for putting 
Hungary in the immigration 
front line and for providing 
too little logistical support. 

“The European Union is in¬ 
capable of defending Europe’s 
borders. The European Union is 
so weak,” Janos Lazar, Orban’s 
chief of staff, told reporters. 

Lazar said parliamentary 
approval would be sought to 
deploy the army along the bor¬ 
der.

Syrian forces, allied fighters and rebels in 48-hour ceasefire 


A new 48-hour ceasefire went 
into effect Thursday between 
Lebanese Hezbollah fighters 
allied with Syrian government 
forces and insurgents in a Syr¬ 
ian border town and two Shi¬ 
ite villages. 

Hezbollah’s Al-Manar TV said 
the Shiite group’s fighters and 


Syrian forces had besieged the 
rebels in the town of Zabadani, 
near the border with Lebanon, 
following intense fighting that 
began in July. 

The rebels, who once con¬ 
trolled Zabadani, retaliated 
by attacking the villages of 
Foua and Kfarya, in the mostly 


rebel-controlled Idlib province 
to the north. 

The Britain-based Syrian Ob¬ 
servatory for Human Rights 
said the ceasefire stipulates 
that rebel fighters be given safe 
passage out of Zabadani and 
the nearby town of Madaya, 
where hundreds of civilians 


have taken refuge. 

In return, the insurgents 
would allow 1,000 residents of 
the two villages to leave and 
allow medical and humanitar¬ 
ian aid to all areas. 

A previous ceasefire ended in 
mid-August after a spokesman 
for Ahrar al-Sham, one of the 


rebel groups in Zabadani, said 
“forced sectarian migration 
will not be tolerated.” 

Activists have shared a state¬ 
ment from the local council of 
Zabadani declaring it a disaster 
zone and saying thousands of 
civilians have been displaced. 
The statement said government 


warplanes have bombed areas 
where civilians took refuge, a 
claim confirmed by the Ob¬ 
servatory. 

Syria’s conflict has claimed 
some 250,000 lives since it 
began in March 2011, accord¬ 
ing to UN figures.

Mother has hope for 
son on death row

She’s asked 
the Pope to 
intervene 

When Lidia Guerrero met with 
Pope Francis in Rome last year, 
the Argentine native told her 
he knew all about Guerrero’s 
son, who has been on death 
row in Texas for 19 years. 

“Fve prayed so much for that 
young man from Cordoba,” 
she says Francis told her, refer¬ 
ring to the hometown of Victor 
Hugo Saldano. 

The short meeting in Feb¬ 
ruary 2014 left Guerrero with 
more hope than she has felt in 
years about the future of her 
son, who she says is guilty of 
murder but has been driven to 
insanity on death row. 

Francis is a staunch critic 
of the death penalty, and like 
most countries in Latin Amer¬ 
ica, his homeland of Argentina 
does not have capital punish¬ 
ment. 


Death penalty opponents are 
hoping that Francis pressures 
lawmakers to abolish it when 
he visits the United States next 
month, and Guerrero is pray¬ 
ing that the Pope intervenes 
on behalf of her son. 

Such pleas by popes or pol¬ 
iticians from other countries 
often fall on deaf ears, and face 
particularly long odds in Texas, 
the U.S. state that makes most 
use of the death penalty. 

Still, Pope John Paul II suc¬ 
cessfully won a reprieve in 1999 
from Missouri Gov. Mel Car¬ 
nahan on behalf of a prisoner 
scheduled for execution who 
instead was ordered to serve 
life in prison without parole. 

“I have no certainty that 
Francis will ask for clemency 
for my son, but I do have hope,” 
said Guerrero, 67. 

Her hope is based on several 
factors, from the papal meet¬ 
ing to the legal fight surround¬ 
ing Saldano’s original death 
sentence. In 2002, the U.S. Su¬ 
preme Court sent the sentence 
back to the Texas Court of Crim¬ 


inal Appeals to review because 
Saldano’s Hispanic ethnicity 
was one of the criteria the juiy 
considered when deciding be¬ 
tween the death penalty and 


life in prison. In 2004, Saldano 
had a second sentencing trial 
that did not factor in ethnicity 
and was again given the death 
penalty, the associated press 


A large group of researchers 
set out to repeat 100 experi¬ 
ments published by leading 
psychology journals to see 
how often they would get 
the same results. 

The answer: Less than half 
the time. 

That doesn’t mean all 
those unconfirmed studies 
were wrong. But it’s a stark 
reminder that a single study 
rarely provides definitive 
answers and why scientists 
often greet new findings by 
saying, “More research is 
needed.” 

“Any one study is not go¬ 
ing to be the last word,” said 
Brian Nosek, a psychology 
professor at the University 
of Virginia. 

“Each individual study has 
some evidence. It contributes 
some information toward a 
conclusion. But the real con¬ 
clusion, when you can say 
confidently that something 
is true or false, is based on 
an accumulation of evidence 
over many studies,” said 
Nosek, who led the project. 

And yes, he said at a press 
conference, “even this project 
itself is not ... a definitive 


word about reproducibility.” 

The work was carried out 
by an international team of 
more than 300 people and 
released Thursday by the 
journal Science. The pro¬ 
ject focused on psychology 
because its organizers came 
from that field. Researchers 
worked with the authors of 
the original studies in setting 
up the replication attempts. 

Only about 40 per cent of 
those attempts produced the 
original results. 

The effort focused on 100 
experiments reported during 
2008 in any of three major 
psychology journals: Psych¬ 
ological Science, the Jour¬ 
nal of Personality and Social 
Psychology and the Journal 
of Experimental Psychology: 
Learning, Memory, and Cog¬ 
nition. 

None of these experiments 
tested any treatments. They 
focused on basic research 
into how people think, re¬ 
member, perceive their 
world, and interact with 
others. One explored why 
people are reluctant to tempt 
fate, for example.

Battle for the new Big Easy

This is the final instalment of 
a three-part series on New 
Orleans's ongoing struggles 
ahead of the 10th anniversary 
of Hurricane Katrina. 

U.S. President Barack Obama 
had words of praise for the city 
of New Orleans, as he stood in 
the city’s Lower Ninth ward to 
mark the 10-year anniversaiy 
of Hurricane Katrina. 

New Orleanians are an ex¬ 
ample of good people coming 
together in the face of tragedy 
and hardship “to build a better 
future,” he said. 

But whether what’s being 
built is a better future depends 
on who you ask. For some lo¬ 
cals, it’s not even a matter of 
what has been built, but of 
what stands to be lost. 

And, maybe, what is lost 


already. 

While New Orleans mayor 
Mitch Landrieu calls it “Amer¬ 
ica’s comeback city,” while tech 
startups are on the rise, while 
the tourism industiy is post¬ 
ing record receipts, and amid 
a film-industry boom dubbed 
“Hollywood South” — some 
worry the new New Orleans is 
at risk of losing its old identity. 

It’s what happens when a 
city of neighbours sees an in¬ 
flux of newcomers. 

“Different kinds of people 
are here, and they’re dropping 
in at the moment when the city 
is, I think, trying to be some¬ 
thing else,” Stephanie McKee 
tells me. A native New Orlean¬ 
ian, raised near the racetracks 
of the Seventh Ward, she says 
the people have made this city 
what it is: renowned for its 


friendliness, its food, its music 
and rhythm and masked mardi 
gras parades. 

“Change has happened in 
New Orleans for many years,” 
she says. “However, one thing 
has always remained in New 
Orleans, and that has been a 
veiy clear sense of Africanist 
culture.” 

McKee herself is artistic dir¬ 
ector of Junebug Productions, 
the successor to the Free South¬ 
ern Theatre, a renowned civil 
rights art group. 

“I woriy about it being lost 
in the midst of commercial¬ 
ization, and being lost in the 
midst of what is inevitably 
more development to hap¬ 
pen here.” 

Post-Katrina, the city has 
100,000 fewer black residents 
than before the storm. Eco¬ 


nomic recoveiy for black New 
Orleanians has dragged dramat¬ 
ically behind that of whites in 
this city (half its black men 
are unemployed). So as some 
neighbourhoods become more 
expensive, they’re also getting 
whiter, including Gordon Rus¬ 
sell’s Uptown neighbourhood. 

“One of the things that has 


changed about New Orleans 
more than anything is there’s 
more people now who aren’t 
from here than there ever used 
to be,” says Russell, investiga¬ 
tions editor at the Advocate 
newspaper and a resident for 
16 years. 

“There’s a ton of new blood 
in town, and that’s kind of 


psychologically interesting for 
the city.” 

Among the people I talked 
to, there’s a perception that, 
in the past, newcomers had 
been lured by the culture and 
absorbed into it, into the city’s 
sense of sleepy mysteiy, its rich 
cultural class of writers, musi¬ 
cians, dancers, actors, artists. A 
city where you know everyone 
on your block and their dog, 
where people look out for one 
another. A city where multiple 
generations live on the same 
street they grew up. Where, 
Russell says, people tended not 
to leave the city, and not a ton 
of people tended to move in. A 
city where eveiyone asks when 
they meet you, “Where’d you 
go to school?” 

“That’s a very subtle way or 
not-so-subtle way of saying, 
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"I'm a lover of New Orleans, 
but to classify myself a New 
Orleanian, I think that's for 
the people born at Charity 
Hospital. I'm not going to 
take that title."

‘Are you from here or not?’” 
notes Laura Paul, a Canadian 
living in New Orleans since 
2006. There’s a divide between 
people who’ve lived here for 
decades, those who arrived just 
after the storm, and those that 
arrived in the last few years, 
she says. 

This may be one of the 
friendliest cities you’ll ever 
find, but locals demand your 
respect. 

“The reason for that is this 
is a culture worth protecting 
and a culture worth preserv¬ 
ing,” Paul says. 

Which is to say, resisting 
gentrification. 

In the Bywater, a neighbour¬ 
hood just east of the French 
Quarter, Pamela Davis-Noland 
has watched her neighbours 
pushed out by soaring rents 
and a hot housing market 
in the last four years, some 
who’d lived on the same block 
for generations. It breaks her 
heart, she says. She points to a 
house down the street, where 
new owners remodelled and 
turned their house into “yup- 
pieville.” 

“Things changed, so quick¬ 
ly, right before my eyes, on 
this street alone,” she says. 
“Everything just skyrocketed 
like crazy.” 

Walking the streets of the 
Bywater, it’s no surprise the 
area is in demand. Historic, 
architecturally charming hous¬ 
es painted a kaleidoscope of 
colours are guarded by thick 
swamp foliage and palm trees. 


They feature high ceilings and 
old wooden floors, and sit on 
quiet streets. 

According to a promotion¬ 
al video by the city’s tourism 
agency, Bywater, once domin¬ 
ated by blue-collar workers and 
artists, is witnessing a “restau¬ 
rant revolution.” But to two 
local filmmakers, the city is 
out to lunch. 

Jason Foster and David Bear 
shot a parody video that mocks 
the Bywater as an “up-and- 
coming white neighbourhood” 
that’s “packed with plenty of 
price gouging to keep you 
broke all day long.” Crescent 
Park, it notes, is a great spot 
for “watching the New Yorkers 
native to the neighbourhood.” 

The video was widely shared, 
and struck a nerve. 

The same thing happened 
when local residents, noting 
a surge in Airbnb rentals in 
Bywater (they counted 140), 
put up a mock sign advertis¬ 
ing the chance to “live like a 


local” for $250 a night. “Who 
need neighbours when you’ve 
got brunch?” it joked. 

Davis-Noland has lived here 
since 2011, running a local bed- 
and-breakfast. She says tourism 
isn’t bad but she wonders what 
exactly visitors to the Bywater 
are seeing? It’s less and less the 
authentic community that she 
has loved, and she fears what 
the next four years will bring. 

To some New Orleanians, 
tourists and newcomers carry 
the same risk, as agents of 
change that threaten to com¬ 
modify the city’s culture and 
tip the scales in favour of those 
who consume it, at the expense 
of those who create it. 

But not everyone holds that 
worry. Cordell Ford, a native 
raised in the C.J. Peete pro¬ 
jects, has been living in his 
home just north of the By water 
since 1993. He’s seen his block 
change from a dirt road to a 
paved one, and neighbours 
come and go. As for the wor¬ 


ries over newcomers? “Enough 
is enough,” he tells me, taking 
a pause from trying to fix his 
pressure washer in his back¬ 
yard. “This is America.” 

People are free to move in, 
he says, and he doesn’t care 
about skin colour or where you 
were born — he cares if you’re 
a good neighbour, if you keep 
your garbage bins at the back 
of the house and your car in 
the driveway to keep the road 
clear. And he expects that the 
people who move in will adopt 
the local ways. 

“People move here because 
they like the hospitality, it’s dif¬ 
ferent than anywhere else you 
go,” he says. “As time goes on 
they’ll become like a New Or¬ 
leanian — you know, laid back 
and everybody helping out.” 

Like a New Orleanian, if 
not exactly a true one. That 
is title that most agree belongs 
to those bred, if not born here. 

Davis-Noland is “a resident of 
New Orleans, I’m a lover of New 
Orleans, and I’m never leaving 
New Orleans,” she says emphat¬ 
ically. “But to classify myself a 
New Orleanian, I think that’s 
for the people bom at Charity 
Hospital. I’m not going to take 
that title, out of respect.” 

That’s the way all the trans¬ 
plants I’ve met feel, but McKee 
told me I was self-selecting 
“great folk.” 

“I would say that that’s rare, 
I would say that’s becoming 
more rare,” McKee told me. 
She’s watched people imitate 
Baby Dolls, apparently without 


regard for the fact that those 
masked mardi gras groups in 
silky, feminine costumes have 
their roots in segregation, and 
the city’s black sex-trade work¬ 
ers. 

When people complain 
about the noise from second 
lines — smaller brass-band pa¬ 
rades that march year-round 
across the city — that’s a prob¬ 
lem, she says. And anyone plan¬ 
ning on setting up a restaurant 
here should know that New Or¬ 
leanians are “extremely funny” 
about their food. 

“We know good food, and we 
know food that’s been made 
with love,” she says. And if 
you mess up, “they will call 
you out on it.” 

For the New Orleanians bom 
here or raised here, and who 
have not been able to stay, the 
sense of loss is deep, she says. 

“It’s not just people who 
want to get together and 
make life difficult for other 
folks, but that is a difficult 
place for people to be in. And 
certainly there has to be a 
happy medium somewhere 
in between.” 

Outside Frady’s, a Bywater 
food shop and po-boy purveyor, 
a couple of locals drink coke 
and shoot the breeze. “Aren’t 
you going to see Obama?” 
one jokes, mentioning the 
president’s trip to the city. 
The others laugh. 

“They’re playing Katrina on 
the news 24/7,” another says, 
disgust in his voice, “and I’m 
sick of it.”

Samsung’s new smartphones 
and tablets might not offer 
enough to entice iPhone and 
iPad users to switch but they 
keep Samsung at the head 
of the class among Android 


gadget makers. 

The new Galaxy devices 
come weeks before compar¬ 
able updates from Apple are ex¬ 
pected. In a sense, if Samsung 
can’t beat the competition in 
sales, it can at least beat it to 
store shelves. 

Samsung has been facing 
competition not just from 
Apple but also from An¬ 
droid manufacturers such as 
Motorola and Xiaomi, which of¬ 
fer good-enough features while 
keeping prices low. Consumers 


will have to decide whether the 
features in the latest Samsung 
devices will be worth the pre¬ 
mium price tags. 

The Galaxy S6 Edge Plus 
and Note 5 phones arrived 
last week, while the Galaxy 
Tab S2 tablets come out next 
Thursday. 

Of the two, the Edge Plus 
is likely to appeal to more 
people. The screen’s left and 
right edges are curved like a 
waterfall and blend into the 
phone’s aluminum casing. You 


get a better grip and a more 
immersive viewing experience, 
even from an angle. 

Compared with the original 
Tab S tablet, the Tab S2 update 
sheds bulk and weight, akin 
to what Apple has done with 
the full-size iPad Air and Air 2. 

Samsung is ahead with 
multitasking features that let 
you view multiple apps side by 
side, though similar features 
are coming to the iPad soon 
with the iOS 9 software update.

THE BIG THING: TRUTH UNDER FIRE 

When two journalists were shot on-air in Virginia this week, it was an awful, freakish and 
mercifully rare event for the U.S. Around the world, however, dozens of journalists are killed 
just for doing what they do. When they expose stories, they often expose themselves to the 
wrong kind of attention — a reporter burned to death in India after exposing illegal mining, a 
radio announcer shot in the Democratic Republic of the Congo for covering a divisive 
bureaucratic appointment, the Charlie Hebdo massacre in France. And that's not counting the 
dangers of bringing the news from volatile places. These are recorded targeted killings of 
journalists thus far in 2015. Some certainly have gone unreported, and still moreare in dispute.

A few weeks ago, I joined a 
discussion about the sudden 
and still unexplained passing 
of TV host Chris Hyndman. 

The talk was intense in 
topic but casual in tone. We 
tossed around the presented 
facts as if they were fiction. 

"Didn't you meet him at 
one point?" asked one of my 
friends. I had in fact spent an 
entire day interviewing him 
a few years prior. Chris be¬ 
stowed heaps of warmth upon 
this awkward, poorly dressed 
young journalist. Guilt drew 
my voice away from the con¬ 
versation, but not my mind. 

My shame-soaked queries 
came to life on the Internet. 
Each article on the death 
bobbed above a turbulent sea 
of reader commentary. 

Comment: "Anybody heard 
about the circumstances... 

Did he jump or what?" 

Response: "Did you ever 
think that maybe Steven and 
the family want to keep their 
personal lives private? The 
public is not entitled to know 
everything." 

The back-and-forth con¬ 
tinued similarly, and produced 
yet more backlash. A question 
was asked, the questioner was 
shot down, the shooter was 
shot down, and so forth. 

In Hyndman's case, as with 
every loss of a life, a study of 
death ensues. Worried that 
lumbering into dark territory 
will spoil our eventual experi¬ 
ence of grief, or someone 
else's. We might shake our 


heads as view-numbers rise 
on a morbid video, but linger a 
little too long at the site of an 
accident. We'll ask ourselves 
and each other if anything was 
done too soon, too much, too 
loud or too little. None of the 
answers are obvious, but the 
questions are limitless, and we 
all have them. 

In high school my best 
group of girlfriends experi¬ 
enced the tragedy of one of 
our own committing suicide. 
Looking back now, I feel much 
less hostile toward the com¬ 
plete strangers who showed 
up at the funeral, less bitter 
toward the countless individ¬ 
uals who have asked me, over 
the years, about how she put 
an end to her life before asking 
me about her life, and lastly, 
less angry at myself. I forgive 
myself for not thinking of her 
every day since, and for now 
using her to fill a paragraph of 
this column. These were, and 
are, all decisions made while 
fumbling around looking for 
the right way to handle the 
one thing none of us who are 
living know anything about. 

The departure of August 
will pull with it the deaths of 
Chris Hyndman and countless 
others into the past. And while 
grief, loss and closure will at¬ 
tach themselves differently to 
those left behind, uncertainty 
will reign universal. 

So should we be so quick 
to denounce the morbidly 
curious? Those who seek out, 
and secretly long to seek out, 
the whys and the hows? Be¬ 
cause what if the inclination to 
better understand the end of 
life renders many of us not less 
human, but a little bit more?

Zac Efron became a teen heart- 
throb with the success of the 
High School Musical movies and 
then did everything possible to 
decimate and alienate the core 
audience that made him a star. 

He rightly realized that the 
shelf life of a young Disney star 
was limited and turned his atten¬ 
tion to making serious but little 
seen films like Parkland, At Any 
Price and The Paperboy, an art 
house film better known for a 
scene utilizing an age-old cure 
for a jellyfish sting you don’t 
normally see administered by 
an Oscar winner like Nicole 
Kidman. 

His latest movie, We Are Your 
Friends, the first major-studio 
film set in the world of elec¬ 
tronic dance music, is a mix of 
music and romance that sees 
Efron play an aspiring DJ who 
falls in love with his mentor’s 
girlfriend. 

It’s a role that should ap¬ 
peal to his original fanbase, 
the kids who have aged out of 
High School Musical and now 
listen to EDM, where his other 
screen choices seem to have left 
them behind. Occasionally he’s 
thrown them a bone, with pop¬ 
corn movies like New Year’s Eve,

or Neighbors, where he plays 
the prerequisite 20-something 
good-looking Hollywood hunk. 

Take That Awkward Mo¬ 
ment for instance. He played 
an avowed hook-up artist, a 
young guy who would rather 
hang out with his best friends 
Daniel (Miles Teller) and Milcey 
(Michael B. Jordan) than have a 
meaningful relationship with 
a girl. In time-honoured rom- 
com fashion, it’s a movie that 
takes advantage of its leading 
man’s blue eyes and sculpted 


abs. Efron’s hair is practically 
a character in the film. 

Perhaps while making The 
Lucky One, a Nicolas Sparks ro¬ 
mance co-starring Taylor Schil¬ 
ling, it occurred to him that 
simply watching good-looking 
people fall in love does not a 
movie make. 

I couldn’t help but think that 
Efron, when he says to Schil¬ 
ling’s character Beth, “I know 
you deserve better than this,” 
was actually speaking to the 
audience. 


Luckily his other films are 
less about his looks and more 
about his ability. The Paperboy 
is an odd film. It’s an art house 


thriller — meaning that there 
aren’t many thrills — in which 
each of its stars do some fairly 
intense envelope pushing in a 


stoiy about a reporter returning 
to his native Florida to investi¬ 
gate a murder. 

Paired with risk-taking ac¬ 
tors like Nicole Kidman, David 
Oyelowo, John Cusack and 
Matthew McConaughey, Efron 
works hard to shake off the early 
teen idol gloss that made him 
famous. He mostly succeeds, 
although director Lee Daniels’s 
camera still caresses the actor, 
taking full advantage of his ef¬ 
fortless appeal. 

In Me and Orson Welles, Ef¬ 
ron is overshadowed by an actor 
playing a man who died many 
years before the core audience 
of this movie was even born. 
Christian McKay plays Orson 
Welles with such panache that 
Efron becomes a supporting 
player in his own movie but still 
makes a strong impression as a 
teenager with dreams of being 
on stage in this handsomely 
mounted period piece. 

Other films like At Any Price, 
a 2012 powerful tale of fathers 
and sons and the pressure to 
succeed, have shown not only 
his depth but his willingness to 
stretch as an actor. 

So why does Efron, who could 
have a movie franchise career 
in a heartbeat, look past the 
obvious career path? 

Efron told the Hollywood Re¬ 
porter that his often eclectic act¬ 
ing choices are always artistic in 
nature and never about money. 

“I’m constantly searching 
for characters that are about 
betterment of self and better¬ 
ment of others,” he says. “And 
I’m searching for those parts 
because those are the ones that 
make me happy. They’re the 
ones that fulfil me personally.”

Emily Ratajlcowski knows who 
classic French filmmaker Robert 
Bresson is. 

That shouldn’t be shocking. 
Her mother is an academic and 
her father is an artist. Her big 
acting break, after her bit in 
the Blurred Lines video, was as 
Andie, the student sleeping with 
Ben Affleck’s Nick, in Gone Girl. 
She’s since played herself in the 
Entourage movie, and she’s now 
in We Are Your Friends, as the 
personal assistant/girlfriend of 
a big time DJ. 

Women’s sex appeal is usu¬ 
ally filtered through the male 
gaze. You’ve spoken about 
how you want women to 


reclaim that sexuality and 
own it. 

Even in Gone Girl and We 
Are Your Friends, you watch 
those characters at moments 
through the eyes of the male 
characters. I think there will 
be parts in the future where 
it’s just about the women and 
female journeys. That’s what 
I’m constantly struggling to 
find. 

The actor’s dream is to be 
able to carefully curate their 
careers, create a body of 
work they’re proud of.

You became a model so you 
couldbecome an actor, correct? 

Yeah, isn’t that funny? Not many 


people know that. I was one of 
those lads who tried everything, 
and theatre was definitely some¬ 
thing that stuck. I went to UCLA 
for visual art and thought about 
becoming an English professor 
or a writer. I’ve always been cre¬ 
atively inclined. My first love, 
though, was theatre. 

What were some roles you were 
playing as a kid? 

I was the Little Match Girl, which 
was my first lead in the sixth 
grade, which was a big deal for 
me.

Understanding the elements 
that make something great doesn't 
guarantee a great finished product 


THE MOVIE: THE MEAL: 

She's Funny That Way Charcoal-grilled steak 




If you saw Peter Bogdan¬ 
ovich’s life portrayed on the 
big screen, you might not be¬ 
lieve your eyes. He authored 
books in the ’60s on Holly¬ 
wood’s best directors, includ¬ 
ing Orson Welles, John Ford 
and Alfred Hitchcock. In the 
early 70s, Bogdanovich sat in 
the director’s chair himself 
and made three back-to-back 
hits, including The Last Pic¬ 
ture Show, which received 
eight Academy Award nomin¬ 
ations, and whose 19-year-old 
star, Cybill Shepherd, he dat¬ 
ed for the next seven years. 

But three infamous flops 
followed: TV Guide called 
1975’s At Long Last Love, 


“one of the worst bombs” of 
the decade. And 1981’s They 
All Laughed was a colossal 
wreck: Bogdanovich started 
an affair with the film’s ac¬ 
tress Dorothy Stratten, 1980’s 
Playmate of the Year. Strat¬ 
ten’ s husband, Paul Snider, 
shot and killed her, then com¬ 
mitted suicide. 

Bogdanovich, devastated, 
wrote a book, The Killing of 
the Unicorn, about Stratten. 
Eight years later, he mar¬ 
ried Stratten’s younger sister, 
Louise, who was 29 years his 
junior. 

There were more filmic 
failures — save, perhaps, 
for Mask (Cher!) — not to 
mention two declarations of 
bankruptcy. But Bogdanovich 
is back with his first feature 
film in 14 years. She’s Funny 
That Way is a screwball com¬ 
edy about a playwright, his 
wife and the call girl with 
whom he cheats and then 
casts in his new play along¬ 
side his wife. Bogdanovich co¬ 
wrote it with his ex-wife Lou¬ 
ise (they divorced in 2001.) 


Cybill Shepherd also has a 
small role. 

I saw it Sunday night and 
wanted to love it — not just 
because I enjoy Bogdan¬ 
ovich’s best films but also be¬ 
cause I love a comeback kid 
— especially a 76-year-old one 
who’s guest-starred in two of 
my favourite TV shows, The 
Sopranos and Northern Ex¬ 
posure. 

Besides, the cast is incred¬ 
ible, directors Wes Ander¬ 


son and Noah Baumbach, 
who refer to Bogdanovich 
as “pop,” are both executive 
producers, and Bogdanovich, 
who has an encyclopedic 
knowledge of film history — 
“From the age of 12 to 30, he 
saw close to 4,000 movies and 
critiqued them all on index 
cards, which he still has,” 
Vanity Fair recently wrote — 
knows the essence of what 
makes for a great screwball 
comedy. In many ways, his 


1973 film Paper Moon out- 
screwballed the movies he 
was emulating. 

But She’s Funny That Way’s 
only achievement, of sorts, 
was having Owen Wilson, 
Kathiyn Hahn, Will Forte and 
Rhys Ifans in a movie that 
doesn’t elicit one laugh. 

Understanding the ele¬ 
ments that makes something 
great doesn’t guarantee a 
great finished product. Take 
steak houses. All you need is 
meat, potatoes, dark wood 
and old-school ambiance. But 
so few places do it right. 

Barberian’s, a Toronto 
steak house in the heart of 
downtown, has been hitting 
it out of the park with their 
food and service for 56 years. 
It’s a place you want to take 
people you love: Richard 
Burton proposed to Elizabeth 
Taylor (the first time) there. 

Feeling deflated by the 
movie and in need of a clas¬ 
sic pick-me-up, we went to 
Barberian’s after seeing She’s 
Funny That Way, a comedy 
that had all the ingredients to 
be a hit. But unlike our steaks 
that were cooked perfectly 
over the hardwood charcoal 
grill, the film had no sizzle.

Ben Kingsley is an Academy 
Award winner and one of the 
most recognizable faces in mov¬ 
ies. He is an actor, and a veiy 
good one but he prefers to be 
called something else. 

“I’m sure I am a storyteller,” 
he says.

Whether he is playing Dar- 
wan in this weekend’s Learning 
to Drive or Mohandas Gandhi, 
Itzhak Stern in Schindler’s List 
or Sexy Beasts’ Don Logan, he 
strives to tell stories that get 
under the audience’s skin.

in my head. It is a veiy all-con¬ 
suming role. 

“I was in Snitterfield, an open 
field just outside Stratford Upon 
Avon.

From BMX bikes to murderous 
road warriors to the retro-sound- 
track layered in synthesizers, 
Turbo Kid is a love letter to the 
lcitschiest elements of 1980s 
cinema. 

Indeed, perhaps the only em¬ 
blem of’80s sci-fi missing from 
the cult hit is E.T. the Extra- 
Terrestrial. 

“It’s literally the hardest film 
to describe because there’s so 
much going on, but it is an hom¬ 
age to ’80s films,” explained 
star Munro Chambers of the 
Canadian festival hit that Var¬ 
iety called a “BMX-riding Mad 
Max tribute.” 

“I always tiy to describe it as 


a charming romantic-comedy in 
a post-apocalyptic world painted 
with blood.” 

Directed by Montreal trio 
Anouk Whissell, Yoann-Karl 
Whissell and Francois Simard, 
the cinematic shrine to quirky 
pop-culture is set in a “futuristic” 
1997 where an orphaned BMX- 
rider (Chambers of TV’s Degrassi 
fame) enlists a buoyant optimist 
(Laurence Leboeuf) to help him 
overthrow an evil eye-patched 
emperor (played by iconic ’80s 
villain Michael Ironside). 

“We came pretty fresh into 
this,” said Leboeuf, who ad¬ 
mits much of the imagery of 
the decade was not part of her 
upbringing. “Even today, we 
have people telling us references 
that we haven’t noticed yet in 
the movie.” 

“We knew it was an ’80s hom¬ 
age, but the filmmakers let us 
create our own characters,” add¬ 
ed Chambers. 

“We just wanted to make sure 
we weren’t mocking anybody 
or anything that came before 
us (and) to create these unique 
characters was the way to do

that.” 

The film has impressed en¬ 
thusiasts by crafting a pair of 
compelling protagonists against 
bizarre imageiy that does not 
shy away from the extreme — 
notably including the artistic 
use of a stationeiy bike to pull 
out a victim’s entrails. But if the 
cast gets their way, the movie’s 
greatest triumph will be the re¬ 
demption of the lost cinematic 
era it aims to celebrate. 

“They were just a lot of fun,” 
said Chambers of’80s cult mov¬ 
ies. 

“That’s what this film is — 
trying to be fun and to not take 
itself too seriously but also (have) 
grounded moments. It’s just 
something you can watch with 
your buddies and have a good 
cheer.”

Jesse Eisenberg 
on playing the 
journalist who 
profiled David 
Foster Wallace

Jesse Eisenberg tends to play 
characters who are shy (Roger 
Dodger, Adventureland) or pas¬ 
sive-aggressive (The Squid and 
the Whale, The Social Network). 
In real life he’s definitely the 
former. During some of our 
interview, the actor curls up on 
the couch, his head resting on 
the arm, quietly but assuredly 
discussing his role in The End 
of the Tour. 

That film reverses what we’re 
experiencing. Based on David 
Lipsky’s Although of Course 
You End Up Becoming Your¬ 
self, it recreates a few days the 
author-journalist spent with the 
late David Foster Wallace after 
the release of his doorstop of a 
masterpiece, Infinite Jest. 

Eisenberg plays Lipsky to 
Jason Segel’s Wallace, playing 
both confidant and aggressor — 
a standard relationship during 
interviews. 

This is drawn from Lipsky’s 
transcripts, so you’re saying 
things that were really said. 
But structurally the scenes 
capture the feel of real, long 
conversations, with asides 
and digressions. How did 
you achieve that looseness? 
There was veiy little planned. 
We didn’t have rehearsal, and 
I didn’t personally think of 
anything as a climactic mo¬ 
ment. Nothing felt explicit 
in the script. That’s good for 
actors. You don’t feel neces¬ 
sarily beholden to a struc¬ 


ture. You treat it as it comes 
to you. 

Having no rehearsal means 
the dialogue could poten¬ 
tially sound fresh — like 
you’re saying the lines for 
the first time. 

That’s how I did it. I really 
like doing that. With this 
movie I didn’t like saying the 
lines until we were filming, 
because my character’s not 
as verbose as the other char¬ 
acter. 

I didn’t feel the need to 
rehearse my dialogue. It was 
more emotionally potent to 
not do anything until the 
camera was rolling. 

You don’t have that luxuiy 
in movies, really, because you 
have to rehearse in order to 
set technical things up. But 
with this we did have that. 


It was just the nature of the 
shoot being quiet and a direc¬ 
tor who was pretty comfort¬ 
able allowing us to be more 
flexible. 

Didyoufind that you were dis¬ 
covering things about Lipsky 
as you went along? 

Exactly that. When I first met 
James Ponsoldt (director) I told 
him I didn’t want to play the 
version of the character who’s 
like the kid brother. 

He said, “What else is there?” 
I said, “Well, he’s a sniper. He’s 
going in there with an agenda.” 

Once we thought of that I was 
able to find those moments not 
only in Donald Marguiles’ won¬ 
derful script but in the subtle 
interplay that happens on set. 

One of the main ideas in the 
film is meeting someone

one admires and finding 
them to be pretty normal. 

Normal, or maybe even more 
specifically not happy with 
the achievements you think 
you’d be happy with. I think, 
if I could just achieve the suc¬ 
cess he has I would be happy. 
And I see he’s still unfulfilled. 
Not only is he unfulfilled but 
he seems almost terrified. 

You’re playing a journalist. 


Had you ever interviewed 
someone before? 

Mm-hmm, no. 

It’s an odd and unnatural form 
of communication because 
the interviewer needs to have 
an angle. And here, your char¬ 
acter definitely has one. He’s 
trying to get Wallace to dis¬ 
close about something very 
personal. 

It creates a lot of dramatic ten¬ 
sion, but it’s also an understand¬ 
able and sympathetic position 
to be in. 

My character is also strug¬ 
gling, also has a job to do. And 
Wallace agreed to the inter¬ 
view. When he becomes resist¬ 
ant, my characters tells him 
he agreed to the interview, so 
you haven’t earned the right 
to become suddenly resistant 
on your own terms. You knew 


what the deal is. You can see it 
from both perspectives. 

Certainly as an actor being 
interviewed for things like this, 
I can see it from both perspec¬ 
tives as well. You tiy to be forth¬ 
coming, so the person writing 
the story can reasonably and 
comfortably write something. 
But you obviously have an al¬ 
legiance to some kind of self¬ 
protection. 

Wallace has a line where 
he says he wishes he could 
shape the impression your 
character has. Do you feel a 
certain anxiety in how other 
people will present you? 

Yes, of course. It’s unnerving. 
The best thing to do is not try 
to micromanage something 
that’s unmanageable, which 
is how you are perceived by 
strangers.

dancing awkwardly at a wed¬ 
ding in two years. 

Well, what about Trap

Beauty Behind the Madness 

Before his new album, The 
Weeknd had become an 
alt-R&B figurehead, mostly 
on the strength of his sun¬ 
less mixtapes populated by 
dour tours of joyless nights 
at the club. 

Though he had proven 
a gift for crafting alluring 
atmosphere in his music, 
he had only once pene¬ 
trated the Top 60 on the 
U.S. singles chart and had 
seldom seemed interested 
in catering to the broadest 
tastes. 

In less than a year, he's 
scored four Top 10 hits, 
including his first No. 1 in 
Can't Feel My Face.

From start to finish — quite lit¬ 
erally — the Weeknd’s hulking 
smash album Beauty Behind the 
Madness features the handiwork 
of Canadian songwriter Stephan 
Moccio. 

The 42-year-old from St. Cath¬ 
arines, Ont., co-wrote both the 
album’s opener Real Life and its 
closer, Angel, plus its double¬ 
platinum centrepiece single 
Earned It. 

If the Weeknd’s ascent 
from melancholy wallflower to 
perhaps the world’s most sizzling 
pop star seems unlikely, well, so 


is the odd couple partnership 
between two Canadians. 

“We don’t know exactly how 
it works,” an energetic Moccio 
said ahead of the Friday release 
of Beauty Behind the Madness. 

“You’ve got a guy who sings 
these edgy lyrics and you got 
a guy who composes classical 
music and loves pop songwrit¬ 
ing, and you put them in the 
room together, and the result is 
something really special.

Coeurde 
Pirate sings of 
heartbreak in 
latest album 

You don’t need to be bilingual 
to listen to Coeur de Pirate’s 
new album, Roses, and con¬ 
clude that Beatrice Martin’s 
pirate heart has been broken. 

The wounds aren’t particu¬ 
larly recent, however. With her 
first album in nearly four years, 
the Montreal-based songstress 
explores a years-ago breakup 
(reportedly from Jay Malinow¬ 
ski of Bedouin Soundclash) with 
the eagle-eyed view of someone 
now in a much happier place: 
married and raising a baby girl. 

“Eveiything that came out 
was mainly emotions about 
wanting to move forward and 
wanting to have a positive out¬ 
look on life, even though the 
songs are still pretty sad,” Mar¬ 
tin said during an interview in 
Toronto this week. 

“I think to understand what 
being hurt feels like, you need 
to find true happiness.... And 
that same goes to actually 
be happy — you have to go 
through something really hor¬ 
rible. 

“It’s kind of what I went 
through and today because 
I’m happy, I can write those 
songs because I understand 
what went on.” 


Speaking of understand¬ 
ing, meanwhile, more listen¬ 
ers than ever will be able to 
parse Martin’s emotion-sick 
ruminations, since for the first 
time the 25-year-old has divided 
her album between English 
and French — with the scales 
actually teetering in favour of 
her non-native tongue. 

Writing so much in English 
was both a practical challenge 
— “I got it proofread,” she con¬ 
ceded with a sheepish smile — 
and a practical decision, given 
that Martin’s robust fan base in 
Quebec and France hasn’t yet 
translated to a sizable English 
following. 

She’s now signed to Cherry- 
tree/Interscope in the U.S., and 
she isn’t shy about her ambi¬ 
tion to seize a larger audience. 

“I want to reach out to every¬ 
body,” she said. 

It helps that the brittle piano 
balladiy upon which she estab¬ 
lished her career — yielding 
two platinum records, two Juno 
Award nominations and four 
Felix Awards — has blossomed 
into ornately orchestrated pop. 

The songs here are so stormy 
and cinematic that they seem 
almost predestined to sound¬ 
track the fall TV season’s most 
softly lit heartbreak montages. 

In fact, all that sweep and 
swell renders Roses perhaps 
Martin’s least downcast set — 
though Martin says motherhood 
had a hand in that, too. 

“It changes eveiything,” she

Checklist for thriving and surviving on a family road trip 


Michael Palmer and his family 
didn’t have to look further than 
their van to help them unplug 
from their busy schedules. 

In 2013, he set off with his 
wife, Catharine Maxwell-Palmer, 
and their kids Andrew, Ryan 
and Jenna — now ages 11, nine 
and eight — on a cross-Canada 
adventure that took them from 
Calgary to the northern tip of 
Newfoundland and Labrador. 

The author and entrepreneur 
documented their journey in his 
upcoming humorous travel book 
No Tranquilizers! 17,000 kms, 63 
Days, 3 Kids, 1 Van. 


Palmer has partnered with 
Canadian Tire to share road trip 
tips for families embarking on 
their own adventures. Here are 
four ways to get ready for the 
ride: 

1. Don’t overplan 

Palmer said the family had a 
lot of fun and saw many beauti¬ 
ful places, but admitted they 
“probably packed in too many 
destinations.” 

“Looking back, we were al¬ 
most jumping around a bit too 
much at times. We really didn’t 
have a chance to sit there and 


smell the roses.” 

He said it’s important to 
involve everyone in the deci¬ 
sion-making to help foster a 
greater connection and 
excitement. 

2. Don’t overpack 

Palmer said they 
only wore about 
half of what they 
brought. 

“It’s good to 
have some things 
in place. Some extra clothing, 
some rain jackets ... because 
you’re going to go through a 


lot of the elements, fog and rain 
and what have you. But you’ve 
got to be reasonable about it.” 

3. Keep kids occupied — 
but limit screen time 

“When you’re in a 
vehicle for five or six 
hours a day, things can 
get a bit snaky in the 
back seat with the kids. 
They can be bored, they 
can be tired, they can be 
hungry,” said Palmer. 

He said they like to pack an 
“entertainment bag” for each 
child, which they can tailor with 


their favourite car games, puz¬ 
zles or books. They also enjoyed 
outside viewing activities like the 
alphabet game, in which partici¬ 
pants try to locate items starting 
with the letter “A” and so on. 

“We’re trying to engage them 
with the outside world so they 
aren’t just plugged into screens 
all the time,” said Palmer, noting 
that screen time was limited to 
45 minutes daily. 

4. Prepare for the unexpected 

As they travelled through Cape 
Breton, N.S., Palmer said his 
daughter had the flu and wound 


up vomiting in the back seat. 

He recommended having sani¬ 
tizing wipes at the ready, as well 
as an emergency roadside kit. 

Palmer said they’d drive five 
to six hours a day, stopping for 
breaks every 21/2 hours. As the 
trip wore on, even the break 
habit evolved — especially when 
nature called. 

“In the beginning, we tried 
to stick to clean bathrooms and 
gas stations.... Then near the end 
... we’d just pull over to the side 
of the road and the kids would 
use the washroom with cars 
whizzing by.” the Canadian press

Derel Walker and James Frank¬ 
lin’s instant chemistiy has pro¬ 
pelled them into starting roles 
with the Edmonton Eskimos. 

Franklin will be the quarter¬ 
back for Edmonton on Friday 
against the Toronto Argonauts 
after impressing Eskimos coach¬ 
ing staff enough in his relief roles 
through the first eight games. 
Walker will be one of his favour¬ 
ite targets after being so effective 
the past few weeks. 

The CFL rookies, fresh out of 
the NCAA’s Southeastern Con¬ 
ference, connected over their 
college roots in the pre-season. 

“It’s the SEC, he’s Texas A&M 
and I’m University of Missouri,” 
Franklin said when asked where 
the rapport between the two 
came from. “I don’t know, I 
just like throwing to him. He’s 
a good receiver. He can get a 
jump ball, back shoulder, down 
field, ground ball, he can catch 
all of them. And he can get open. 

“It’s nothing we do extra,” he 
added. “It’s not like we meet ex¬ 
tra or go over things extra. It’s 
just one of those things.” 

It’s at least partly because the 
two, both 24-year-olds have been 
playing so much pitch and catch 
while waiting to get playing time. 

“We took a lot of reps with 
each other, starting from the 
mini-camp in Vero Beach,” said 
Walker. “He was throwing me 


the ball then, we have a good 
connection, something that de¬ 
velops over time and reps. I guess 
he trusts me.” 

Walker, a six-foot-two, 
185-pound wide receiver out of 
Texas A&M, didn’t get on the 
roster until two games ago but 
head coach Chris Jones had to 
keep him in the lineup for last 
week’s game.

Bolt wins 200M gold leading into Segway snafu 


Only when the running stopped 
and the picture-talcing began 
did Usain Bolt finally meet his 
match. 

Bolt blew past Justin Gatlin 
and everyone else Thursday 
night in the 200 metres to win 
his 10th career gold medal at the 
world championships in Beijing. 

What finally upended the 
six-foot-five Jamaican was a 
multitasking cameraman rid¬ 


ing a two-wheeled scooter while 
videotaping Bolt’s victoiy lap. 
The scooter ran over the out¬ 
cropping of a metal railing 
bolted to the edge of the track 
and hobbled off course — then 
slammed into the back of the 
fastest two legs on the planet. 

Bolt’s legs came out from 
under him and he went down 
hard and landed on his back¬ 
side. Then, smooth as silk, he

somersaulted backward onto 
his feet, jogged a few steps, and 


reached down to make sure his 
left leg was OK. 

He was no worse for wear 

— reporting just a few scrapes 

— but figured he’d tiy to make 
the evening at least a Little more 
interesting. 

“The rumour I’m trying to 
start right now is that Justin 
Gatlin paid him off,” Bolt said, 
while sitting next to Gatlin in 
the medallists’ news conference. 


Gatlin’s response: “I want my 
money back. He didn’t complete 
the job.” 

The split-second scare with 
the scooter provided what Bolt’s 
season-best 19.55 seconds on the 
track did not. 

Namely, drama. 

Running out of Lane 6, Bolt 
coasted in and still beat Gatlin 
by .19 seconds.
